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TO EASTERNIZE 
HIGH SCHOOL 


Women Teachers Will Even- 
tually Be Eliminated. 


SKETCHES OF NEW PRINCIPALS. 


WHAT IS, MEANT BY THE AP- 
POINTMENTS. 


High School to Be Erected on the 
South Side—An Effort to Get Out- 
side of St. Louis for Ped- 
agogic Aid. 


The confirmation Tuesday night by the 
School Board of the appointments approved 
by the Teachers Committee makes notice- 
able the fact that all the new names of 
principals and High School instructors are 
those of men, there not being a woman 


among them. 

Naturally, this aroused comment, for in 
the past the women have received more 
than one-half of the positions. Then, too, 
eleven of the new appointees, including all 
assigned to the High School, are gradu- 
ates of other institutions than the Normal 
School, the majority coming from the East. 

One of the most prominent members of 
the Board of Education said to the Posi- 
Dispatch Tuesday: 

“I may say that there is a well-under- 
stood agreement among the members of 
the board, that where everything is equal, 
yreference is always to be given to_ men. 

his particularly applies to principalships 
and positions in the High School. This de- 
termination is based upon results, it hav- 
ing been conclusively shown that the work 
yerformed by male teachers, along certain 
ines, is superior to that done by women. 

“It has long been the object of the board 
to improve the standard of the High School, 
which, with regret, it is said, is far from 
being the school. it should be. This. is in 
nowise intended as a reflection on heads 
of the institution; on the contrary, with 
the limited material at their hands, they 
have done well. It is our intention to use 
every availaible means to make the place 
a tilting one for the size and importance of 
St. louis. With this end in view, we have 
recently abrogated the rule requiring all 
applitants for High School positions to 
undergo an examination, the possession of 
a diploma from any recognized college be- 
ing now sufficient. 

‘“‘Another reform that was made is the 
prohibition of teachers being transferred 
from grammar. schools to the high. For- 
merly this could be done without so much 
as even an examination in regard to the 
fitness of the person who desired to make 
the change. Now, however, unless there be 
especial] cause, nothing of the sort is done. 
It is reasonable to suppose that teaching 
chikiren in the primary grades would not 
prepare one for work in the higher 
branches. And the former boards did not 
always consider the qualifications of those 
who sought transfers, but rather their po- 
litical ‘pull.’ As an inevitable result there 
are teachers in the High School who would 
do better, for both themselves and the 
school, if they were somewhere else. s 
far as possible this condition will be 
changed, though it must necessarily be 
slow. The old ones will be replaced and 
new ones added from the graduates of col- 
leges instead of the local Normal School. 
It does not require a great amount of 
perspicuity to see that products of the St. 
Louis schools cannot do otherwise than fo!l- 
low in the beaten local paths. This has 
continued for over fomy years and it is 
surely time for a change. 

“Of course, we expect to encounter much 
opposition, particularly from those directly 
affected, who will cry, ‘Let well enough 
alone,’ but it isn’t well enough, so we won't 
let it alone. We ne new blood and it 
is our certain intention to. get it. As 
far as our High School being considered 
a preparatory place for college, it is not, 
but it can and wtll be made so. 

“The Normal School has been discontin- 
ued. We have already too many teachers 
on the waiting list. The board it at pres- 
ent working with the definite object in 
view of building the much-talked of South 
Side High School.

A MAD LOVER 
SLAVS HIMSELF 


First Joseph Freels Tried to 
Murder Miss Agies. 


HER FATHER SAVED HER LIFE. 


SHE HAD REFUSED TO BECOME 
FREELS’ WIFE. 


Lebanon Miner. Who Had Been Jilted, 
Attacked His Sweetheart With a 
Razor, Failing te Kill Her 
Committed Suicide. 


Because she refused to marry him, Jo- 
seph Freels tried to kill Misg Nellie Agles 
at 12 o’clock Tuesday night at Lebanon, 
Ill., with a razor. 

He slashed her throat and cut her hand. 

The girl’s father threw him out of the 
house. 

Freels then cut his own throat. 

He died almost instantly. The girl will 
probably recover. 

Freels is a coal] miner. He went to Leb- 
anon a few months ago from Mount Ver- 


non and has been employed in one of the 
mines of the Consolidated Coal Company. 

Soon after arriving in Lebanon he met 
Miss Nellie Agles, a young and pretty girl, 
the daughter of John Agles, a well-known 
resident. Freele paid her marked attention. 

He proposed marriage and it is supposed 
that he was accepted by the girl, although 
no day had been set for the wedding. 

Then a report came to Miss Agles that 
Freels had a wife living at Mount Vernon, 
The engagement was broken off. ; 

Tuesday evening Freeis, after drinking 
heavily, called on Miss Agles and renewed 
his pleadings for her to marry him. She 
said she would not do so until she nad 
proof that he had no wife at Mount Ver- 
non and until he ‘stopped’ drinking. 

He pleaded with et Fa time, but 
she could not be persuaded, 

The couple remained together in the par- 
lor until about midnight. The rest of the 
girl’s family had retired. Freels made a 
final appeal and when the girl again re- 
fused to marry him he drew a razor from 
his coat pocket and slashed at her throat. 

The blade passed across her neck, but 
did not make a deep cut. Freels tried to 
complete his work. The girl screamed and 
strusszied. She seized the blade of the 
razor and her hand wag cut to the bone. 
She managed, however, to prevent him from 
again using the weapon on her throat. 

‘Her father. aroused by her screams, ran 
into the room. 

Mr. Agies seized Freels from behind and 
before he could defend himself with the 
razor threw him out of the house. 

Freels drew the razor across his own 
throat from cur to ear, severing the wind- 
pipe and large arteries in the neck and 
sank, dying, to the ground. 

A doctor who was hastily called, found 
that Miss Ageles’ injuries would proba- 
biv not end fatally. 

reels was dead. 

The town authorities took charge of the 
body and notified Freels’ relatives at Mt. 
Vernon. 

Coroner Schildroth of Belleville was no- 
tified. He went to Lebanon Wednesday 
and held an inquest.

George P. Lewis, a quiet, unassuming 
salesman in the employ of Browning, King 
& Co., risked his life Wednesday morning 
to interfere in a furious struggle between 
two negroes at Seventeenth and Pine streets 
and prevented a tragedy. 

He wrenched a pistol, for possession of 
which both assailants were straining every 
fiber, from them, placed it in his pocket 
and then separated the men. He still has 
the revolver as a trophy of his heroic deed. 
He says he will keep it until the police 
call for it. 

The combatants were Henry Wiley, a 
driver of a mail wagon, and H. D. Fisher, 
a waiter at the Silver Moon restaurant, on 
Pine street. Lewis, who lives at 3007 
clede avenue, saw them fighting as he was 
walking along Pine street to his work. 
Something bright flashed in the sunlight 
and a glance told Lewis that it was a 

istol. He ran to the scene of the trouble. 

he men were locked tightly in each oth- 
er’s arms. The revolver was between them, 
Each had a hand aroundit and were 
straining every nerve to point the barrel 
at the other and pull the trigger. Two 
shots were fired in the scuffle but both 
went wild. . 

Then Lewis took a hand in the trouble, 
He grasped the weapon and wrenched it 
from the men with a quick jerk. In an in- 
stant it was in his pocket. 

He stepped between the men and threw 
them apart. But they closed in upon each 
other again. Lewis stepped between them 
a second time and was then successful in 
keeping them apart. 

By this time a large crowd had collected 
and Fisher and Wiley left the seene, going 
in opposite directions. 

Wiley. when seen later, said it was his 
pistol that was used in the struggle. He 
declares Fisher attacked him and made 
him believe he had a weapon. He claims 
Fisher opposed his going with a certain 
woman. and had sent him word he would 
“Ax him on sight. He says Fisher ac- 
costed him Tuesday morning as he was 
going to work and his 
pocket, whereupon 
protect himself. Then the struggle ensued. 

Lewis says he would probably never 
have interfered if he had not been so ex- 
cited at the prospect of seeing a man shot. 
He claims he was not heroic but foolish, 
and says he doesn’t think he would do the 
same thing again.

On the resumption of the sitting, M. 
Georges Picdét, a member of the institute, 
was called for the defense, M. Demange of 
counsel for the prisoner, explaining that 
Picot was summoned because, in May last, 
he had an interview with a fcreign military 
attache, in the course of which mention 
was made of tae document inserted in fr 
dossier by Gen. Mercier. 

Col. Jouaust cautioned the witness to be 
careful in his statements. 

After promising to exercise care, M. Picot 
said that ne had an interview with the 
Austro-Hungarian Military Attache, | 

Col. Jouaust stopped the witness, saying: 
“You cannot corntinue like this.’’ 

Maj. Carriere, the Government Commis- 
sary, also exclaimed, sharply: “I protest in 
the name of the Government and the State 


against the indiscretion committed by the 
witness,”’ 
M. Picot then recommenced’ his testi- 


mony, saying he had an interview with “a 
certain Military Attache” and that the con- 
versation tumfed upon the Dreyfus case. 
The attache expressed surprise at the “‘in- 
correct attitude of French officers’’ fh 
doubting the werd of foreign officers.

Picot, “Col. Sciwartzkoppen wrote the tele- 
gram card, known as the petit bleu, but on 
reflection he cruimpled it up and threw it In 
the firevlace. 

At this juncture Gen. Roget asked leave 
to speak, and stationing himself beside the 
witness he said he must strongly protest 
against M. Picot’s evidence regarding the 
military attache’s surprise that French 
officers did not believe their foreign col- 
leagues. 

“What does the witness think?’’ continued 
Gen. Roget, “of the foreign officer, who, 
having caused the publication in the Fi- 
garo of a statement of Gen. Mercier was 
afterwards obliged to acknowledge the au- | 
thorship of a document the paternity of | 
which he at first denied?’’

ja. J. Andresen Demonstrates That the 
Occupation of Burglary Is

able in Some Neigh- 
borhoods. 


A. J. Adresen of 111 Victor etreet, was his 
own policeman, judge, jury and executioner 
when he found a burglar in his house, Tues- 
day night. He is a firm believer in the ef- 
ficacy of corporal punishment as applied to 
the criminal classes and when he had an op- 
Portunity to give a prattical illustration of 
his principles, he seized it with avidity. 

Andresen conducts a boarding house and 


a saloon at 111 Victor street. He usually 
closes the saloon about 11 o'clock by which 
time his trons, mostly hardworking em- 
ployes o _ neighboring iron and steel 
Piants, having retired. 

Andresen is a splendidly built sixfooter, 
with muscles of steel. He is a Norseman 
and has the courage of the old Vikings. It 
is a matter of pride with him that he has 
never met his physical master. 

He was putting things to rights, prepara- 
tory to going to bed Tuesday night. The 
windows were down, the front and side 
doors were closed and ali the lights save 
one were out. He was bending over his 
drawer, making up the day’s cash when a 
noise attracted his attention. He realized 
that the back door, which was unlocRed. 
was being opened and that the incomer 
evidently wished to make his entry without 
notice. Andresen stationed himself behing 
@n open closet door. A man slowly emerged 
from the darkness and siepped within the 
circle of light cast by the one lamp. The 
visitor stepped towards the lamp and as 
he lowered it, Andresen quietly silpped back 
and secured the door through which the fel- 
low had come, 

Then, still unobserved by the burglar, he 

ot behind him and suddenly catching him 
ce the arm, said in an ordinary conversa- 
tional tone, “What do you want?” 

With a half-smothered yell of fear the 
prisoner made a flying leap and nearly es- 
eaped. Amiresen grappled with him and 
threw him neavily to the floor. ‘Thcn the sa-

1. We heartily reaffirm the entire Chic plat- 
form of 1806; and we especially emphasize che 
financial plank therein. and we continue to de- 
mami the free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold as equal in primary money at the rate of 16 
to 1. independent of all other nations in the world. 

2. The Hon. Wm. J. Bryan still retains our en- 
tire confidence and we demand his renomination 
in 1900. 

8. We recognize the solemn fact that our Gov- 
ernment cannot be both republican and imperial. 

4. We stand tn line with Washington, Jefferson, 
Jackson, Lincoln, Grant and all other American 
patriots, living and dead, in desiring the perpe- 
tulty of our republic. 

. We are radically and unalterably opposed to 
imperialism in the United States of America. 
When we have solved some of the race problems 
that confront us at home, then by example, we can 
proclaim the blessings that flow from free insti- 
tutions and thus procure ‘‘Benevolent assimilation" 
without ‘‘Oriminal aggresaion.'’ 

6. We are opposed to entangling alliances with 
foreign kingdoms and empires. 

7. We commend the action of Congress in declar- 
ing our war with Spain was for humanity and not 
for conquest. 

8. We proudly recognize the valor and glorious 
achievements of our gallant soldiers aad vrajlors 
from Bunker Hill to this very bour as being amun 
the most thrilling and glorious in the history o 
the world, but we profoundly regret that Ameri- 
can soldiers are being unlawfully used in the name 
of liberty to crush and destroy dawning repub- 
licaniem in the Orient, and we denounce the secret 
and vicious alliance now in evidence between Eng- 
land and the Republican Administration whereby 
this nation may become involved in war with for- 


nations. 
T we demand that the Cubans and Filipinos 
not only be permitted, but encouraged, to establish 
independent republics, deriving all of their govern- 
mental powers from the consent of the governed. 

18. We favor the initiative and referendum, the 
passage of the eight-hour labor law, the more 
rigid inspection of mines and workshops, the pro- 
hibition of aweatsbops and the -abolition of the 
contract system of prison labor. 

14. We reclare that all unlawful combinations 
of capital are the legitimate fruits of a gold 
standard and other corrupt Republican legisia- 
tion on questions of tariff and we demand that all 
articles the prices on which are controlled by the 
trusts be placed on the free lists. We denounce 
the Attorney General of the United States ap- 
pointed from the State of New Jersey, the hotbed 
of trusts, for his refusal to enforce the statutes 
of the United States against them. — 

M’LEAN MEN WIN. 

The vote on the adoption of the majority 
réport on credentials was 437 yeas and 303 
nays. The Cuyahoga delegation was still 
prohibited from voting on this ballot. 

With the 56 Cuyahoga votes added to the 
427 the McLéan men then had 493 to 309 of 
their combined opposition and took every- 
thing without further contest.

I:xcise Commissioner Higgins says the winerooms are illegal 
and can be closed by the co-operation of the Police Depart- 
ment.
